‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ I was filled with 
an enthusiasm which transfused my being, 
knew no hindrance, no rival interest, no 
relief but in writing it. I had young chil- 
dren, was keeping house and teaching 
school at the time, and never worked so 
hard; but I had to write. Dinner had to 
be got, I knew. This had to be written 
just as much—aye, and more, too. It 


was as though it was written through me, 
I only holding the pen. I was lifted off 


my feet. Satisfied? I never thought 
about being satisfied. When it was done 
it was finished, and relief came. I never 
felt the same with anything I afterward 
wrote.” 

To those well acquainted with our his- 
tory for the last forty years, it will not ap- 
pear like an exaggeration to say that if 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin” had not been 
written, the war for the Union and the 
extinction of slavery would not have been 
successfully waged. The eloquence of 
Wendell Phillips did much; the persistent 
didactic writing of Garrison did much, 
and the preaching of Henry Ward Beecher 
did much; but they reached only a lim- 
ited audience, mostly of people of cul- 
ture and attainments. But ‘‘ Uncle Tom” 
reached the masses; as a novel and a 
drama, which grew out of it, it interested 
them intensely. Unconsciously, it pro- 
duced great effects upon the people, in 
showing them the evils of slavery, and so 
prepared the way for coming events. 

The theory is that an association or 
band of spirits, who could appreciate more 
fully than we mortals the condition and 
needs of our country, and its future his- 
tory, saw the necessity of some method of 
teaching or educating more diffusive and 


effective than the pulpit, the press or the

This they saw to be in the 
Having formulated 
their plot and worked out the details, they 
searched for a medium through whom to 
set it before the people. No person of 
intelligence will, for a moment, doubt 
that they found the best one on the sur- 
face of the planet to aid them in this 
great work. Of great natural talents, she 
had been trained as a writer of novelettes 
of the highest character of literally skill. 

If such things ever have occurred, it 
seems clear she was inspired by a power 
other than herself, for under the discour- 
agement of housekeeping and school 
teaching she knew no hindrances, and it 
seemed, to use her own language, as if it 
was written through her. Undoubtedly it 
was. To those who know something of 
the methods of spirit influence it shows 
strong evidence of this fact. 

It would seem that the cares of house- 
keeping, and school teaching, and the 
care of a family of young children would 
be burden enough for one woman, without 
writing a book, where every sentence must 
be written in the highest style of artistic 
literature.

SPECTIVE MERITS. 


Second Lecture on Col. Ingersoll’s Creed, 
Delivered Inspirationally by W. J, 
Colville, Sunday, Oct. 2d, 1887.

In our last lecture on the creed of Inger- 
soll we considered the first three articles ; 
this evening the remaining three yill afford 
us our topic of discourse, they are as fol- 
lows : 

4. Reason is the lamp of the mind—the only 
torch of progress; and, instead of blowing that 
out and depending upon darkness and dogma, 
it is far better to increase that light. 

5. Every man should be the intellectual propris 
etor of himself—honest with himself and intel- 
lectually hospitable—and upon every brain reason 
should be enthroned as king. 

6. Every man must bear the consequences, at 
least, of his own actions; if he put his hand in 
the fire, Žis hand must smart, and not the hand 
of another, In other words, cach man must cat 
the fruit of the tree he plants, 

The position of Reason as the only sov- 
ereign guide of human conduct has been 
hotly contested from time immemorial. 
In modem days a favorite text with Unita- 
rians has been the famous passage from 
saiah, ‘‘Come and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord,” Unitarians having always 
highly extolled reason—none too highly, 
perhaps,—in their controversies with Trin- 
itarians, who have been wont to decidedly 
underrate it. No picture has more forcibly 
represented the orthodox position than that 
of Reason, blind and darkly appareled, 
led by the hand of a bright angel desig- 
nated Faith. All supernaturalists have 
taken so low a view of human reason that 
they have pronounced its bias positively 
atheistic, whereas reason is in itself the 
true solvent of the problem of the divine 
existence. But what is reason? Reason 
manifests itself in what Swedenborg might 
call ‘“‘many discrete degrees.” Emanuel 
Kant cannot conceive of God as higher 
than Pure Reason. And what is higher 
than pure, unlimited understanding? But 
man, as at present developed, has only the 
faintest perception of his own powers; he 
realizes but little, at best, of his own pos- 
sessions and capacities, and thus confounds 
reason itself with the limited measure of 
that most desirable commodity which he 
finds embodied in himself. 

Human arrogance and self-conceit con- 
stitute the mainstay of that blatant atheism 
which refuses to acknowledge any power 
in the universe superior to man. We have 
never included Ingersoll among such athe- 
ists. He appears to us an honest skeptic, 
perfectly willing to accept any spiritual 
truth he can reconcile with reason. Pos- 
sibly his reasoning on religious topics is 
sometimes a little narrow, but his aims are 
broad, and as a fearless free-thinker, he 
sustains the most favorable position for 
spiritual enlightenment. 

Intuition is a word frequently used, but 
seldom clearly defined. Intuition pertains 
to the soul, and its rightful province is to 
deal especially with moral and spiritual 
questions. Reason lives in the domain of 
the intellect, and is inseparable from mind. 
We all have two sets of faculties, the ra- 
tional or intellectual, and the spiritual or 
intuitional. In man reason is generally 
uppermost; in woman intuition more fre- 
quently takes the lead. Between these 
two great.avenues of perception in human 
nature there can be no conflict. Reason 
is unquestionably inferior to intuition in 
us; but why? Simply because reason 
bases all its conclusions on past experience 
and immediate outward observation, while 
intuition is an ever open gateway to realms 
of higher wisdom than man on earth has 
yet attained. From time immemorial 
there has been a seeming conflict between 
science and religion, yet the very word 
theology is as scientific as geology. One 
is a spiritual, the other a material science. 
That constitutes the difference between 
them. Fanaticism, empiricism and super- 
stition are by no means confined to relig- 
ious dogmatism and speculation, as any 
one acquainted with medical universities, 
for instance, knows there is fully as much 
doctorcraft as priestcraft in the world, 
while all the physical sciences are more or 
less hampered and beclouded by the coer- 
cive, spirit and haughty self-assurance of 
certain distinguished professors. 

If human reason is free—untrammeled 
by prejucice—it is then a most valuable

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and, so far as it extends, a certain guide 
to truth ; but its horizon ıs limited, and 
beyond the things of earth it scarcely 
knows how to soar. Unaided human 
reason may infer immortality, but it can 
not demonstrate it; rationalists may hope 
for and almost believe in immortality, but 
they can never feel quite sure of it. They 
often speak of it as a beautiful hope, but 
their utterances lack that definite ring of 
certainty without which all speech is well 
nigh meaningless in mourners’ ears. Rea- 
son enthroned as sovereign over every 
animal desire is in its true position as cap- 
tain of the troops, but reason is, after all, 
only a subordinate officer, which must, in 
its turn, yield to the generalship of the yet 
more enlightened spirit. 

Man on earth has at least three ways of 
arriving at truth. These three ways are 
not all equally valuable and enduring, but 
we must consider man during his sojourn 
on earth in all his varied relations to the 
universe, if we would present a philosophy 
to the world intelligible to the masses of 
mankind. The trouble with many pro- 
found and interior thinkers is in the abstract 
view they take of every human question. 
‘Their metaphysics may be sound, but un- 
related to ordinary comprehension. 

Ingersoll is a popular orator, a friend of 
the people; he comes near enough to the 
multitude to attract a crowd wherever he 
goes and whenever he speaks. Such ora- 
tory must always have a good deal of dash 
and sensation with it; and can never be of 
a character to deeply impress the medita- 
tive mind. Ingersoll, however, is capable 
of silent, secret meditation on the problem 
of life, and we should enjoy nothing more 
than to hear from his own lips a free and 
candid avowal of his innermost convictions. 
Such an avowal might be quite out of place 
in a public newspaper or on a public ros- 
trum, but among fellow students of truth, 
under favoring circumstances, no doubt it 
would be forthcoming. 

Ingersoll, it appears, has not very fully 
cultivated his intuitive or spiritual per- 
ception, but a man as affectionate and 
emotional as he naturally is could find it 
scarcely more foreign to his nature to revel 
in the realm of spirit than it was to Long- 
fellow or Beecher. Ingersoll and Beecher 
were always friends, and America has pro- 
duced no greater seer than Beecher, who 
derived almost every iota of his philosophy 
from individual communing with the soul 
of nature. 

Beecher’s preaching was far more intel- 
lectual, far more penetrating and affecti 
than any merely rationalistic appeal coul 
be. Its leading feature, its paramount 
excellence, was its entire freedom from 
those mechanical restraints which perpet- 
ually weigh down the man or woman who 
feels it incumbent upon him or her to 
weigh and measure every word, and cal- 
culate the relation of every idea advanced 
to some stereotyped conclusion of the 
schools and colleges, which are but too 
often seminaries filled with learned ignor- 
ance. Man’s first and most rudimentary 
impressions are of a purely physical order. 
In the order of outward and visible pro- 
pen, evolution, or development, that is 

which is natural (physical), and after- 

wards that which is spiritual, as Paul ex- 

esses it; but Paul, in his letter to the 

inthians, does not amplify the thought 

of evolution except by certain patent il- 

lustrations. Between the physical and 
Spiritual the intellectual is to be found. 

‘There are three representative types of 
human beings on earth to-day as decidedly 
marked as ever the five races can be. 
‘The lowest type of man is an animal. 

l we say an improved animal? We 
know not just how to answer that query, 
for the animal man, a being destined to 
be infinitely higher than an animal, isa 
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to reason its full due, and never neglects 
to hand over to that judicial analyst the 
treasures he has found while climbing the 
mountains and traversing the valleys of 
the celestial kingdom. 

Reason must have something to work 
and experiment upon. It is not a creator, 
an inventor, or an originator of anything. 
It isa natural born chemist. It analyzes 
and compares. It picks to pieces and de- 
ciphers. Itis not an author, but an ex- 
cellent translator. ‘This is said to be an 
age of reason, and consequently the cry 
is heard everywhere that it is an age of 
imitation. We do not discover, we re- 
produce. We copy those who have gone 
before us. Therefore, our buildings, mu- 
sic, paintings, writings, are all imitative in 
their style, not because, as the superficial 
mind imagines, the mines of originality are 
exhausted ; they are absolutely inexhaust- 
ible, for they are infinite, but because we 
are too restless, too much in a hurry, too 
self-conscious, too much afraid of criti- 
cism. The world has its standards, its 
models, its rules, and as we, asa people, 
find it easier in our hurried life to imitate 
than to create; we go on copying and 
then complain that it is the only course 
open to us. 

Intuition is a spiritual Columbus, a 
navigator always launching its bark in un- 
tried seas. It defies precedent, acts re- 
gardless of opinion, and is thus, after all, 
the only faculty which makes scientific ad- 
vancement possible. What the discoverer 
does in the material world intuition does 
in the region of spirit. 

Darwin had to find vestiges of ancient 
animals before he could theorize upon 
them. The geologist must encounter 
fossils before he can reason upon their 
age and the families to which they belong, 
and were it not for spiritual discovery 
reason would have no work to do in any 
of the higher fields of human industry 
and art. 

The great interest now being taken in 
psychometry, mind reading, and simi- 
lar mystic studies, proves conclusively 
that we are all growing more or less dis- 
satisfied with our physical and intellectual 
limitations. We want a direct cut to 
knowledge, and so we are striving to be- 
come as independent of the senses as it 
is possible for us to be. 

Woman's intuition has passed into a 
proverb; and though many men, unfor- 
tunately for their own welfare, would 
scorn to be guided by a woman's superior 
discernment, men are fast coming to ac- 
knowledge that while their forte may be 
intellectual acumen, woman’s keen intui- 
tive perception is more than a match for 
it. Why should women be more intuitive 
than men? is a question we may readily 
ask. Some thinkers decide that woman 
is by nature more finely constituted than 
man, and that her subtle faculty of per- 
ception is characteristic of her sex. This 
may be so, and there is a spiritual expla- 
nation of this view which may prove it 
correct, and it certainly seems to meet 
with the endorsement of a widespread 
human experience. Nevertheless, we 
take other ground, viz.: that woman’s ed- 
ucation has, for many centuries past, 
been such as to cultivate her intuitive 
perception, while man has been trained to 
rely entirely on reason, Girls have been 
kept in shadow and seclusion far more 
than boys, and it can not be denied that 
more attention has been paid to their moral 
culture. Vices have been upheld in men 
which popular opinion has never tolerated 
in women. With the advantages accru- 
ing from a perfect system of co-education, 
we see no reason why man should not be 
elevated to the moral standard of woman, 
and woman, at the same time, lifted to the 
intellectual level of man. 

Reason is a plant which flourishes in 
the open; intuition blossoms in retire- 
ment. The Oriental races are wondrously 
intuitive, but not so intellectual as Euro- 


far sorrier specimen of animate existence 
than a noble quadruped who lives fully up 
to the requirements and intentions of his 
being. The animal man undoubtedly is 
at the foot of the ladder of the human 
family, and is in many respects a grown- 
up infant, something of an idiot, whose 
case is one of arrested mental develop- 
ment. ‘The animal man has five senses, 
so have the beasts. He eats, drinks, 
sleeps, and propagates his species, differ- 
ing only from the lower animals in power 
of speech. p 

The second type of man is the intel- 
lectual. Heis more, considerably more, 
than an animal. He reasons, reflects, de- 
velops into musician, artist, poet, states- 
man, scientist, philosopher; but with all 
his high and glorious achievements he 
may be more unmerciful than the brute, 
more immoral than the savage. 

The third type of man is the spiritual, 
the moral. He is not necessarily indiffer- 
ent to outward things. He does not, as 
a matter of course, refuse to quaff the 
brimming cup of earthly happiness; he 
does not invariably eschew science, litera- 
ture and the arts to bury himself in a her- 
mit’s soi Se to the recesses of 
some un! able crypt, where he may 
dream always of the celestial state; he is 
not always a visionary or an adept. Ocr 
cult science has not always a great charm 
for him, but his whole career is stamped 
ineflaceably with noble, moral purpose, 
and to him the things of time and sense 
are but sordid dust when contrasted with 
the eternal verities of the spiritual world. 
‘The spiritual man has in reason an excel- 
lent servant; in intuition a faithful guide. 
He is led by conviction illumined y di- 
vine revelation. He has conscious access 
toa higher reason than his own. He hears 
unutterable things; is at home in the 
third heaven, but never retuses to give 


peans and Americans. We can not wish 
to suppress reason, but we certainly do 
desire to see intuition more fully culti- 
vated. Paul, in his epistle to the Cor- 
inthians, enumerating various spiritual 
gifts, mentions among them “‘ discerning of 
spirits,” and then places ““ prophecy ” at 
the head of the entire list. People have 
seen and heard so much of an inferior 
and unreliable clairvoyance that many 
have thrown up psychic investigation in 
disgust, and are now ready to sneer atany 
and every allusion to the so-called super- 
natural, This revulsion of feeling in the 
minds of many has been brought about 
by false and vulgar methods of investiga- 
tion. 

Spiritual gifts have been bandied about 
for sale to the highest bidder, like goods 
at auction in a market place, and as the 
coarse and hostile influence of the rough 
external world is always prejudicial to the 
growth of spiritual discernment, chicanery 
has flourished where only the purest spir- 
itual results have been anticipated and 
sought by honest seekers after truth, 
Whatever may be said of certain bois- 
terous phases of physical phenomena usu- 
ally attributed to a somewhat inferior 
mental agency by all students of the oc- 
cult, the higher phases of mediumship 
can never be brought to perfection except 
in a refined and gentle atmosphere. There- 
fore Spiritualism, at its best, is rarely ex- 
hibited to a gaping crowd. It is encoun- 
tered usually in the sheltered bosom of 
some private family, where every member 
of the circle is attuned to harmony with 
pure celestial thought. 

Intuition is mediumship at its best and 
highest. The intuitive mind comes into 
relation with the great and good of every 
age. Heaven is open to intuition, while 
unaided reason fails to soar so far beyond 
{the common places of every day exist- 


ence. Rationalism, realism, utilitarian- 
ism, what are these systems when con- 
fronted with idealism, transcendentalism, 
Spiritualism ? There could be no realistic 
effects were there no idealistic concep- 
tions preceding them and rendering them 
possible. Inventors are all idealists; so 
are artists and geniuses of every name. 
Our own belief about the matter is that 
all genius 1s inspired; it is more than ap- 
plied energy; it is a result of revelation, 
and revelation is spiritual discovery, while 
inspiration is an inbreathing of knowledge 
from a higher sphere. From all we know 
of astronomy, what is to prevent us from 
giving rein to our fancy, and letting im- 
agination wander among the stars? We 
learn that light and heat come to us from 
the sun, which is said to be more than 
ninety millions of miles away. If we 
can be physically susceptible to solar in- 
fluence and radiation, why not mentally ? 
The old Egyptian spiritual drama, so be- 
witchingly interwoven with ancient astron- 
omy and astrology, gives us to under- 
stand that there is a constant interchange 
of thought between planet and planet, 
system and system throughout the uni- 
verse. May we not then think that often 
when we are suddenly seized by some 
impression we have not sought—when 
sitting placidly meditating we grasp a 
thought utterly foreign to our previous 
reasoning—we sometimes strike a current 
of emanation from a world more ad- 
vanced than this; yea, and sometimes 
actually behold what is transpiring on a 
distant orb, and then set to work to prac- 
ticalize our vision in some invention or 
contrivance new to earth ? 

Reason is appealed to after intuition 
has made a discovery. Intuition says, 
“ Itis so; I know it is; I feel it.” In- 
tuition certainly deals in sentiment, but 
sentiment need not be false, and surely 
every one can see the difference between 
the irrational or subrational and the super- 
rational. We can never accept anything 
contrary to reason, Whatever is an in- 
sult to our reason we must at once reject, 
but when our reason fails us, and we need 
a higher guide, intuition is reason’s sup- 
plement, never its contradiction. Take a 
mathematical illustration: Our reason is 
fully adequate to solve many a problem; 
we do not need the services of intuition 
when we know the rule and can work out 
the result by a purely rational process; 
but when we are confronted with a prob- 
lem so profound that we can not solve it, 
the result flashes in upon us—a ray of 
light seems to dart in upon our mind and 
gives us the result, though we can not 
work it out. There are just two ways of 
accounting for such a ** miracle”: if the 
result is correct, we have either been in- 
formed in a manner we fail to compre- 
hend by some one who has solved that 
problem, and who can therefore tell us 
the solution, or we have seen the result— 
spiritually perceived it by a faculty which 
discerns an end without taking cogni- 
zance of the means whereby that end is 
reached. 

Intuition looks straight ahead and sees 
the goal without recognizing the interven- 
ing roadway. In sensitive women this 
super-rational faculty is particularly prom- 
inent, not in hysterical, nervous, fanciful 
females of the unhealthy type of mind 
commonly called morbid, but in the 
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that he is not prepared to say it would be 
any more wonderful for him to live after 
physical dissolution than it is for him to 
be alive now. Here his lamp does not 
shine brightly enough; his torch fails to 
illuminate his path very far either behind 
or before. 

Intuition possesses foresight and hind- 
sight utterly beyond the ken of reason. 
It deals with what has been called, per- 
haps erroneously, the supernatural, be- 
causé above what we have been accus- 
tomed to call the natural. By natural 
most people appear to mean what they 
understand of nature, but nothing more. 

Dr. Talmage, with whom Ingersoll has 
had a controversy, we all know advances 
great many opinions with reference to 
revelation and inspiration no advanced 
thinker on spiritual topics could possibly 
endorse. And it is to Talmage’s creed 
and utterances Ingersoll gives reply when 
he inveighs against blowing out the lamp 
of reason and trusting in darkness and 
dogma. $ 

We have often said that we neither ac- 
cept nor reject the letter of so-called 
miracles without what we consider proof 
of their occurrence, but having carefully 
considered alleged miracles hundreds of 
times, we fail to see how any rational per- 


brightest, healthiest, best of women, those 
least given to anxious fears and foolish 
superstitions, this faculty is most conspic- 
uous; the nervous hypochondriac is never 
really intuitive, through she is intensely 
impressional. The woman who will not 
make one of thirteen at a dinner party, or 
who will not commence an undertaking 
ona Friday, is a woman whose predictions 
are usually as baseless as her fears. In- 
tuition belongs to the pure, high-souled, 
noble woman, who, with eagle eye, can 
see beyond the near horizon of her less 
perceptive brethren, When she tries to 
explain to you how she sees, words fail 
her; her reason can not keep pace with 
intuition; it always lags behind. But 
such & woman is never irrational, and, 
what is more, her reasoning powers are 
constantly becoming stronger. 

Reason in us is surely less unfolded 
than in many of our wiser brethren; it is 
therefore the hight of arrogant presump- 
tion to claim owr reason as the highest 
and most infallible judge of truth and 
director of the conduct of life. When 
Ingersoll says that ‘* Reason is the lamp 
of the mind, the only torch ot progress,” 
he speaks the simple truth from an intel- 
lectual standpoint. His following words, 
“Instead of blowing that out and de- 
pending on darkness and dogma, it is 
better to increase that light,” must find a 
responsive echo in the breast of every 
earnest seeker after truth. The weak 
poing in such a statement is that it appears 
to imply ignorance of a higher light than 
that of reason; that higher light is no sub- 
stitute for reason; it is simply an addi- 


tional and more brilliant flame, You do 
hot put out your eyes because you also use 
your ears. You do not extinguish one 
lamp because you also light another. You 
do not discredit the testimony furnished 
by one set of faculties because you also 
recognize the merits of another set, So 
with reason and inspiration; the one is 
never in conflict with the other. Spiritual 
illumination never interferes with reason; 
it simply sheds light on questions with 
which reason has hitherto failed to deal. 
Take Ingersoll’s own confessions for ex- 
ample. His reason fails to convince him 
of human immortality, but his reason 
does not deny a future life for man; it 
simply fails to prove it. He has said, 


more than once, if report speaks truly, 
that the mystery of existence is so won- 
derful and incomprehensible in his eyes 


son can deny that they have taken place. 
He may be unable to affirm, and may 
therefore assume a modest skepticism 
which well becomes those who lack proof 
for any assertion they might otherwise be 
called upon to sustain. But the agnostic 
attitude is as we have often reminded you, 
—in no sense atheistic or materialistic; it 
is one of honest doubt and inquiry if sin- 
cere. We do not disbelieve in miracles; 
we only disagree with certain ignorant 
and superstitious theories put forward to 
account for them. A great deal of twad- 
dle is continually being thrust upon the 
world against alleged miracles, and cer- 
tain silly Spiritualists, blind to the very 
nature of the phenomena they are ever 
wont to eulogize, and utterly unaware of 
the ludicrousness of their inconsistent pc- 
sition, join in a materialistic onslaught 
upon miracles, A little knowledge of 
etymology, coupled with an intelligent re- 
view of their own position, would soon 
bring them to see the folly of their own 
position. 

In the light of modern science, inven- 
tion and discovery, we can not afford to 
laugh at any strange stories told by our 
forefathers. We may indeed discount 
many of their theories and adopt others 
in their place; we may no longer refer 
every marvelous event directly to Deity; 
or else attribute it to a devil; we may 
utterly refuse to credit the baseless suppo- 
sition that an immutable law is set aside, 
that God interferes by way of special 
providences when an unusual event tran- 
spires; we may agree perfectly with all 
who contend for the absolute unchange- 
ableness of natural law, and still see in 
the wonder workers and wonders of past 
ages, and distant lands, only an unusual 
display of command over forces usually 
man’s masters, but which can be made to 
obey him as faithful servants if he can but 
discover and co-operate with the law of 
their control. 

So-called natural laws are distinctly 
limited in their operation. Very often 
the scope of their sway is decidedly nar- 
row; gravitation, for instance, refers only 
to unsupported bodies. Were you then to 
see an apparentiy unsupported body float- 
ing through the air, you need not conclude 
that it is really unsupported; an unseen 
power may be upholding it. It looks to 
you as though gravity were suspended, but 
no more is the ‘ miracle” a contraven- 
tion of the law of gravity than though 
you were to stretch out your hand and 
support the falling body in a manner 
patent to all observers. Invisible forces 
are invariably the stronger. The things 
we do not see are infinitely more potent 
than those we do see; so if we read in 
any ancient story or hear from the lips of 
contemporary witnesses tales of marvels 
surpassing even the magic of the “ Ara- 
bian Nights,” we feel spurred on to make 
a more thorough investigation of nature 
and see if the immutable law which works 
through her is not, after all, a far grander 
and wide reaching one than we in our pre- 
vious ignorance have dreamed. 

We can not but commiserate the blind- 
ness of those who set up reason and revela- 
tion as rivals, the express purpose of 
revelation being to reveal to the spirit 
what the senses can not detect. As all 
true spiritual revelation is of a morally 
elevating character, and as an exclusively 
secular education, as we all have reason 
to know, and have abundantly proved, 
is not a panacea forall the ills to which 
mankind is heir, we should most gladly 
welcome an illumination of the spirit 
which carries us beyond material knowl- 
edge into those deeper and purer realms 
of spirit where we can lay hold upon those 
subtler and diviner remedies for human 
ills than either medicine or legislation can 
discover or devise. 

We remember saying on one occasion, 
when called upon to speak ata conven- 
tion of Mental Healers, that no one 
rightly understanding metaphysics would 
be guilty of the assertion that physicians 
and medicines accomplish nothing for the 
sick; they do a great deal. The special 
field for the spiritual healer to work in is 
a field where medicine is unavailing. We 
have known of hundreds of instances 
where fen given up by the best physi- 
cians have been restored to health and 
vigor by purely spiritual means; where 
pain has been banished without the ad- 
ministration of even the simplest opiate 
or anzesthetic when the most skillful med- 
ical men could do nothing without throw- 


ing the patient into a state of stupor. 
Ingersoll has been applauded to the echo 
in Boston Theater, Cooper Institute, New 
York, and other immense buildings, for 
raising the inquiry, “Can any one per- 
form a miracle to-day? We answer, 
Yes; the bulk of miraculous instances 
recorded in the New Testament are cases 
of healing, and while there may be no 
one healer to-day quite as successful as 
Jesus is said to have been, there are many 
who are rapidly approaching to the state 
attained by many primitive Christians. 
We have no time to enter into the subject 
now, but we think we do not overstep the 
bounds of truth, or even prudence, when 
we say that this very city of San Francisco 
is full of persons who would gladly testily 
under oath if need be to the reality of 
what may be termed nineteenth century 
miracles. 

Reason follows intuition. Reason en- 
dorses spiritual discoverics and ultimately 
explains them; but reason can never be 
the leader; she can only follow on, letting 
spiritual perception go on before and call 
her attention from time to time to wonders 
yet ahead. What is intuitively appre- 
hended at one time will be rationally 
comprehended at another. ‘Those in 
whom intuition is keen and active are 
prophets and pioneers; rationalists must 
follow after, but follow they assuredly 
will. No institution can represent in- 
tuition less than the orthodox church. A 
conservative ecclesiasticism is the most 
unbelieving, unillumined institution im- 
aginable. It has all its truths fossilized. 
It repudiates all living present revelation, 
and relies entirely on the records of a We 
gone age. Let,no one think we are drift- 
ing churchward; we are not; we are claim- 
ing the right of every individual man, 
woman and child to the unfettered use of 
all his or her own faculties, and we claim 
intuition as a divine faculty innate in the 
human family, especially conspicuous and 
active in childhood. Let every one, by 
all means, be his own intellectual pro- 
prietor. Let no one tell you what you 
may not believe; be free to go out into 
the universe as Beethoven went direct to 
nature and studied music at its primal 
fount, daring to disagree with all the con- 
ventional rules and restraints of stilted 
professors. When every man isin deed 
and in truth the intellectual proprietor 
of himself we shall have our neck under 
the yoke of no tyranny, ancient or mod- 
ern. We shall ask no one’s consent for 
discovering truth in our own way, as best 
we may, and shall know how to treat with 
the silent, withering contempt it de- 
serves all inflated snobbery masquerading 
under the name of spiritual organization. 

The theclogical and medical colleges 
of to-day are powerless for good, and are 
the hot beds of untold error—the genera- 
tors of no end of superstition, because of 
the slavish worship of authority which pre- 
vails{within,their walls. Let us dare to dis- 
agree with any one or every one if we 
can not second their convictions; but 
freedom does not mean license; liberty is 
never lawless; neither is free thought 
irreverent. The scoffing jest and ribald 
sneer are never marks of freedom—only 
of vulgar insolence and bigoted self-con~ 
ceit. We should approach every subject 
reyerently; touch every one’s convictions 
tenderly and lovingly. Truth never needs 
ridicule and sarcasm as its weapons, It 
is enough to present the truth in its simple, 
unadorned integrity, and let the opposing 
error melt, as melt it must, like icebergs 
before the approach of Summer. 

That reason should be enthroned as 
king on every brain is another excellent 
admission of the good Colonel, for the 
brain is the seat of life inthe body. The 
most enlightened moral anthropology re- 
gards the brain as the direct instrument of 
the spirit. Intelligence holds its court in 
the brain, thence it issues its commands, 
and bids the vital forces flow through 
every channel existing in the body. The 
coronal region of the brain must be culti- 
vated above the lower or posterior region. 
The glorious faculties of mind which ex- 
press themselves in the frontal region of 
the head and lead to a ‘* broad, expansive 
brow sublime” must be unfolded so as to 
hold all animal impulses in rightful check; 
then, though the animal propensities be 
not destroyed, but only soberly governed 
and well disciplined, every function will 
be harmoniously discharged, and instead 
of our passions running away with us and 
our lives being wrecked in the maelstrom 
of vice and folly, we shall enjoy our earthly 
existence, as it carries out the purposes of 
the Eternal, who has given unto us our 
reason to govern our appetites, and our 
moral sense to illumine and direct our in- 
tellect. Thus the three loves in our na- 
ture are rightfully subordinated; thus our 
three-fold powers are well attuned to har- 
mony, and instead of lust (inverted affec- 
tion), leading us to ruin and disgrace, 
entailing upon us sickness and distress, 
we stand erect in a true and noble man- 
hood and womanhood, exemplifications 
of the Divine beneficence, living attesta- 
tions to the power and goodness of the 
Eternal Source of all. 

The sixth and last article in Ingersoll’s 
creed is the whole of theosophy in a nut- 
shell. If we had time to elaborate it we 
would point out to you how the Oriental 
doctrine of Karma (consequence), now 
attracting so much attention in the West, 
is nothing more than a dissertation on the 
text, ‘‘ Whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap.” Some people calling 
themselves Christian theosophists object 
to the Buddhistic doctrine because it does 
not allow their favorite doctrine of the 
forgiveness of sins. We esteem Budd- 
hism the more highly on that account,

The Work in Fresno, 


Eprtor or Gouwex Gare: * 

After laboring in the spiritualistic vine- 
yard for two months or more in Oakland, 
the writer, by invitation, came to Fresno 
city to inaugurate, if possible, a spiritual- 
istic movement here, and lay the founda- 
tions for a future society. This is a very 
important point, but a little cautious open- 
ing will be necessary to a successful issue. 
This may be called the key to, and is 
the largest city in the San Joaquin valley. 
It claims about eight thousand inhabitants, 
and it is said that the town is not large 
enough for the country, surrounded as it 
is by successful, industrious colonies, and 
vineyards which have made millionaires of 
their owners. It is prophesied by those 
who are supposed to be in a situation to 
correctly judge that Fresno city will yet 
possess a population of fifty thousand. 
You will see, then, the importance of 
laying the foundation for a spiritualistic 
work, and making Fresno the base of op- 
erations for the whole of the great San 
Joaquin valley. Spiritualists here are 
few and far between, but the more earnest 
ones are very desirous of having a work 
done here, and of elevating their beloved

When a new truth dawns on the world, 
how many half truths it illuminates, and 
makes respectable possible realities, or 
brings to,the front as facts what was in the 
shadow of doubt and fable before. Tyn- 
dall, the eminent scientist, says very truly, 
“That knowledge once gained casts a 
light beyond its own boundary. There is 
no discovery so limited as not to illumi- 
nate something beyond itself.” The great 
discovery and illuminator of this age is 
what we call Modern Spiritualism. True, 
before 1848 the phenomena belonging to 
it was in existence as much as the princi- 
ple of gravitation was before Newton in- 
terviewed for the first time, intelligently, 
the falling apple.

The old 
Hebrew law-given, with the decalogue 
on two tables of stone, written, he said, 
with the finger of God, we now see may 
have been a fact, but written by the finger 
of a spirit. Perhaps some older and de- 
parted Moses, in the higher life, was able 
to communicate, in that abnormal way, 
those ten commandments, and in that 
ignorant age and among that ignorant peo- 
ple, it may have been wise te claim a 
divine source for the work, and even for 
the good effect; the deception by the 
angel may have been a wise and an inno- 
cent one. Just as the Catholic Church 
has had, for centuries, spirit manifesta- 
tions and calling them holy, and keeping 
them exclusive; and the fact has made 
that church a power, and wiser in its 
generation than the Protestant world. 
Spirit phenomena throw a great light on 
the Bible and will be the means of saving 
it as a record of ancient Spiritualism. It 
is no longer in any special sense holy, no 
longer God's word, or inspired in a divine 
Sense, or rather has no monopoly of in- 
Spiration, but our dawning light makes its 

wes of half truths and legends a valua- 

le book as the record of spirit intercourse 
and manifestations in the earlier ages of 
the world.

Reading ‘* Lupa’s” wish in the GOLDEN 
Gave of Sept. 24th, I thought I detected 
between the lines a sigh, and this frag- 
ment was born of it. If one should set 
up guide posts to save others ‘the smart 
of many a scratch,” nobody would mind 
them. Experience keeps a dear school, 
but people will not go to any other. We 
see the trend of the human race is in the 
direction of progress. This is due to 
racial experience; heredity gives posterity 
the benefit of ancestral experience, and the 
race of to-day must have its experience, 
first for the good of the experiencer, and 
second, still more for the good of poster- 
ity. Humanity around us, our contem- 
porary fellow-men, will learn but little by 
another's experience. Each one must go 
to the dear school, but as the world moves 
the race is born with more wisdom, which 
is the retiring world’s experience manifest- 
ing itself, so to speak, in the flesk of to- 
day. 

Now another “sigh.” Some seem to 
have in themselves the evidence of an- 
other life, hence have not the unsatisfied 
longing of many others, but how about the 
latter, who hunger and seek but do not 
find? Some people are easier satisfied 
than others. What will fll the aching 
void in one will not in another. Is not 
that the rule in everything? Some lisp 
in numbers, like Alexander Pope and 
William Cowper, in early youth, and 
others, like the writer of this fragment, 
hungering after and loving poetry, can 
hot produce it try they ever so hard, at 
least not what is satisfactory. One man 
tan paint a portrait, and another only a 
daub. It is the same all round the com- 
pass of life. Even wealth—the vulgar 
prize of this age—has its successful and 
unsuccessful yotaries, the latter more 
abounding. The race is not always to 
the swift, nor the battle to the strong, in 
any department of thought. The only 
bank account on which all can check is 
hope. 1 think the higher or rather deeper 
department of thought will ‘show com- 
pensations for deficiencies. One has ap- 
petite, but no supply; another abundance 
and no appetite. Toone a number four 
mackerel will taste as good asa salmon 
trout will to the other. One has freedom 
from pain, good health; another has his 
temporal blessings, but has aches and his 
drawbacks. To be sure, we often see 
people who seem blessed in every way, 
And yet who knows who was the happier, 


Diogenes in his tub, or Alexander on his 
Bucephalus? Every heart knows its own 
bitterness. Pope's couplet will apply to 
Lupa’s wish, as well as to everything else. 
** Whate'er the passion, knowledge, fame, or pelf, 

Not one will change his neighbor with himself,”

If I should make a record of all the 
incidents that day after day are pointers 
to that other life, it would be voluminous 
evidence of its reality. Just as I am 
writing this line there is a loud rap on the 
old sideboard on the opposite side of the 
room; it leads me to digress and speak of 
these stray lone raps. I had no reference 
to such when speaking of incidents that 
are pointers. How often I hear a rap 
of this kind. I feel when I hear one like 
this, that is unmistakable, that it is signifi- 
cant of a presence. Sometimes they are 
noticed by others, and I'say, ‘* Did you 
hear that?” Perhaps, I say also, ** That 
may be a spirit.” ‘ Oh,” says the lis- 


tener, sometimes, ‘‘ You are always on 
the lookout for wonders; that was the 
snapping of the furniture, or a mouse in 
the wall.” As they do not come at cali 
and are not repeated, this want of in- 
telligence gives the doubter the last word. 
I let him have it generally. I will not 
argue unless there is intelligence in the 
phenomenon. J must own, however, to 
myself that I often, as in the present case, 
feel them to be supermundane, and when 
I do they are a pleasant if not an intelligent 
sound. Sometimes when at a circle I 
have had a message which tells me it was 
the act of a spirit. The confirmation 
may be mind reading, so I would not 
offer such lone sounds as pointers. I 
have noticed that when I am in trouble, 
or grief, or for any cause under anxiety, I 
hear them more frequently and louder. 
That difference is positi so also, as 
now, when writing, particularly if I am 
absorbed in the matter, these raps are 
oftener; and I feel as if the state of my 
mind can not make furniture snap, or 
mice lively, and where I am now I know 
there are no rodents. All this, by the 
way, is the inspiration of that rap. 

Now I will relate the incident, the one 
of many that I might relate, that I had in 
my mind when I began this fragment. 
My friend Merriam is a worldly minded 
man who lives for this world, not for the 
other. He gives no thought to that and 
takes no interest in anything that suggests 
it. He doesn’t believe in a hell, and I 
don’t think he does in a heaven. He 
said, the other day, “ John, you believe 
in spiri s, don’t you?” I opened my eyes, 
and when I caught my breath, I said, 
“ Yes, certainly I do.” He then said, 
(and asked me if I ever had any such 
experience), that he was alone in his room 
arranging some things in a drawer, and he 
thought some one rapped on his door. 
He listened, heard nothing more, so con- 
tinued his work, when they rapped again, 
and he said, “Come in.” ‘I did not 
get out of my chair,” said he, ‘* but the 
door did not open, and before I was 
ready to go to it they rapped again, and I 
opened it, and there was no one there.” 
He thought it very strange, for it could not 
be an illusion, as it was three times re- 
peated Speaking to a man about it the 
next day, the man told him that he had 
better go and see a medium. He said 
Mrs. Rockwood was a good, honest me- 
dium; her business was healing, but he 
thought she would give him a sitting, if 
he was anxious about it. Merriam said 
he went, and began by saying to M 
Rockwood that he was not sick, but he: 
tating as to his object in calling upon her, 
she stopped him by saying, ‘* Oh! I know 
what you have come for, and your Uncle 
Charles has come here with you.” 
“ Well,” said he, “I had an .Uncle 
Charles, and he has been dead twenty 
years.” Yes, he says that’s right, and 
Says you are about doing some business 
that will be unwise to do, and you had 
better give up doing it, and that he is 
looking after you, and has taken this way 
of opening your eyes. 

Well, this will not bea ‘* fragment ” if 
I write any more, but let me ask, What is 
this intelligence that stepped in in this 
way to Merriam and seemed to be in- 
terested in his affairs? I don’t pause for 
any reply, and I should not think any one 
would.

What is It? 


Epirox or GOLDRN GATE: 


I read in the Æxaminer of the oth inst. 
an article head “ What is It?—A Dis- 
cussion of Washington Irving Bishop’s 
Mind Reading.” Iam not in the habit 
of writing for publication, but a few 
thoughts since reading the article, have 
passed through my mind, which may 
interest the public. A least, I feel dis- 
posed to write them asa partial defense 
of our beloved cause and [of our faithful 
mediums. 


The question ‘‘ What is It?” can be 
explained only by one of three things, 
viz.: mind reading, muscle reading, or 
spirit control.

The question, ‘What is It?” He 
denies emphatically any spirit power or 
spiritualistic influence.
